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Entered  according  to  the  Act  of  the  Piiliament  of  Canada,  in  thp  Office  of 
the  Min.&ter  of  Agriculture  by  the  TIMES  PRINTING  COMPANY,  of 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  'n  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  mnety-thfee. 


IN  the  month  of  Aiii^ust,   1889,  the  Citx'  of  Hamilton  (k\ott(l  .1  week  to  holdinjj; 
a  (inunl  C'arnixal. 

I)y  an  accidental  missini^  of  a  train  at  Niat^ara  Falls  for  New  NOrk,  a  party 
of  I'av^lish  i;entlemen,  who  had  heen  on  a  lour  ihroui^h  Canada  and  the  I 'nited 
States,  were  induced  to  t;i'<e  the  run  of  fort\  miles  from  Niagara  to  Hamilton,  to 
kill  the  time  while  awaiting  the  departure  of  tiie  next  train  i^oint;'  I'^ast.  So  much 
struck  were  the\'  with  the  city,  its  position,  its  heauty  and  resources,  that  what 
was  intendetl  to  be  a  visit  of  a  few  hours  became  several  weeks,  and,  on  their 
arrival  back  in  lin^land,  they  wrote  to  the  Secretar\  of  the  Hamilton  Hoaril  of 
Traile,  informini^'  him  of  the  circumstances  above  recorded,  and  acklcil:  "Of  all 
the  places  we  had  visited  durini^  our  tri])  on  the  American  Continent,  the  prettiest, 
cleanest,  healthiest,  and  best  conducted  was  the  City  of  Hamilton,  Canada;  and 
from  our  inspection  of  the  vast  and  varied  manufacturini^  inilustries,  its  one  hundreil 
anil  seventy  factories,  with  its  14,000  artisans,  the  lari^e  capital  invested,  and  the 
immense  output  annuall)',  we  concluded  it  was  well  named  the  Hirmini^ham  of 
Canada,  and  has  uniloubtedly  a  great  and  glorious  future  before  it."  The  letter 
finished  with  the  c|uer\?  "' If  we  saw  it  b\'  the  accidental  missing  of  a  train,  why 
not  do  something  to  call  the  attention  of  the  outside  world,  so  that  jjcople  can 
go  to  your  City  and  see  for  themselves  its  advantages?" 

That  letter  has  had  much  to  do  with  the  publishing^  of  this  Souvenir.  The 
year  1893  will  be  a  memorable  one  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  World's  Fair 
at  Chicago  will  attract  tens  o(  thousands  of  F^uropeans;  anti,  perhaps,  it  woukl  be 
safe  to  say  that  nine-tenths  of  the  travel  will  be  via  Niagara  Falls,  and  through 
Canada,  either  in  going  to  or  coming  from  Chicago.  Very  many  from  (ireat  I^ritain, 
France  and  (Germany,  will  want  to  do  more  than  merely  pass  through  this  fair 
Province  of  Ontario.  They  will  want  to  see  some  of  our  progressi\e  cities,  our 
magnificent     scenery,     our     great     lakes     and     walerwa\s;     aiul     no     place     would 
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View  on  the  Bny   Front. 

HAMILTON,  the   second    city  of   the  Province  of  Ontario,  is  situated  on    tht 
south  shore  of  Hamilton  (fonnerh'  liurhn^ton)   Hay.  the  western  extremity 
of   Lal<e    Ontario.     It    hes    just  east  of  the  8oth    tlegree   of   h)noituile,  and 
just  north  of   the  43d   parallel  of   latitude. 

Hamilton  occupies  an  alluvial  pl.iin  Ivino-  between  the  bav  ami  the  escarp- 
ment which  forms  the  outer  rim  i)\  the  lake  basin.  This  escarpment — locall\-  known 
as  "the  mountain" — is  the  heioht  over  which  the  Niagara  i)luni.;es  at  the  I'alls. 
From  its  summit  a  ma^nihcent  view  mav  be  had.  The  cit\'  lies  immediateK  below, 
the  S(|uares  in  the  centre  as  distinct  as  those  of  a  chess  board,  while  in  other  parts 
the  luxuriant  maples  with  which  tlu:  streets  are  lined,  almost  hide  the  dwellings 
from  sight.  The  broad  blue  waters  of  Lake  Ontario  stretch  awa\'  to  the  eastern 
horizon.  To  the  northward  the  view  is  closed  in  by  a  continuation  of  the  height 
on  which  the  obserxer  stands.  The  plain  is  co\ereil  in  all  directions  with  fruitful 
farms  and  tlotteil  with  thri\ing  \illages.  The  spires  of  Toronto  mav  be  ilindy 
discerned  on  the  north  side  of  the  lake,  fort\  miles  away;  and  on  a  clear  ilay  the 
smoke  of  Niagara,  at  about  the  same  distance,  mav  sometimes  be  seen. 
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Hamilton  has  a  population  of  over  50,000  and  is  in  direct  railway  com- 
munication with  all  parts  of  the  IVovince,  while  she  has  1)\-  the  ^reat  lakes  and 
river  water  communication  from  Chicago,  Duluth  antl  Sault  St.  Marie  at  the  west 
to    the    Atlantic    seaboard. 

The  area  of  the  cit\-  is  3,696  acres.  There  are  ninety  and  a  (juarter  miles 
of  streets,  lort)-  miles  of  sewers,  ninety  and  three-tenths  miles  of  water  mains, 
and  thirt\-live  and   a  half  acres   of  pul)lic  parks. 

The  city  is  represented  by  twt)  members  in  the  Dominion  Parliament  and 
by  one  in  the  Ontario  Le!.;islature.  It  has  three  daily  newspai)ers.  Its  local 
affairs  are  managed  by  a  cit)'  council  composetl  of  a  .Maxor  and  twent\-one 
Aldermen.     It    is    amply    supplied   with    excellent    water    from    Lake    Ontario. 

A  police  lorce  of  fift\-  men  is  found  ample  to  preserxe  the  peace,  and  a 
hi.;^hly  efficient  hre  department  has  been  able  to  save  the  cit)  from  serious  loss 
by  nre.     The   streets    are    lit^hted    by    electric    lamps. 

\o  odier  Canadian  city  has  won  for  itself  the  industrial  celebrity  that 
Hamilton  has  attained.  The  city  is  often  called  the  IJirmin,!.;ham  of  Caihula,  and 
though  comparison  with  the  worUI's  j^reat  work-shop  in  the  linnlish  nn'dlands  is 
presumptuous,  it  is  not  alto,L;ether  unwarranted.  A  place,  within  the  mei 
livini.^-  men  transformed  from  the  wilds  of  a  forest,  c; 
thinys  be   compared  with    Hirmini^ham.     I 
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Her  factdrics,  c(|ui])j)C(l  with  modern  machinery  and  the  latest  lalK)r-savinj:f 
devices  to  minimize  the  cost  of  production,  maintain  a  daily  output  of  innumerable 
articles  of  the  metal,  wood,  and  leather  industries,  of  textile  fabrics  and  of  «^dass- 
ware,  pottery,  clothin;^",  etc.  The  curing  and  packing  of  meats,  and  canninj;-  of 
fruits  antl  vegetables  are  also  carried  on  in  accordance  with  advantageous 
methods    peculiar  to    the   western    side   of  the    Atlantic. 

Hamilton  is  tlistant  from  Toronto  40  miles;  St.  Catharines,  31;  London, 
75;  Detroit,  186;  Kingston,  200;  Montreal,  373;  Quebec,  538;  Niagara  Falls,  42; 
and   Buffalo,  60. 

CHURCHES  AND  Ri:LIc;i()rs  P,ODIES. 

Hamilton  is  the  See  cit\'  of  the  Diocese  of  Niagara  (Church  of  England),  and 
of  the  Diocese  of  Hamilton  (Roman  Catholic).  There  are  in  the  citv  8  Anglican 
churches,  viz. :  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Church  of  the  Ascension,  St.  Thomas"  Church, 
All  Saints',  St.  Mark's,  St.  Luke's,  St.  Matthew's  and  St.  Peter's. 
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The  Roman  Catholics  have  4  churches,  St.  Mary's,  which  is  the  Cathedral 
Church,  St.  Patrick's,  St.  Laurence,  antl  one  smaller  church  known  as  St.  Joseph's 
Chiu-ch,  used  chiefly  by  Germans. 

The  Presl)yterians  number  6  churches,  designated  the  Central  Church,  McNab 
Street  Church,  St.  Paul's,  Knox  Church,  .St.  John's  and  P>skine  Church. 

The  Methodists  have  9  churches,  called  the  Centenary,  WY^sley,  I'irst  Methodist, 
Zion  Tabernacle,  Simcoe  Street,  Gore  Street,  Emerald  Street,  and  the  American 
Methodist  Episcopal  Churches. 

The  Baptists  have  one  large  ami  hand.some  stone  church  in  the  centre  of  the 
city,  with  a  Mission  Church  in  a  remote  jjortion  of  it.  There  is  also  a  Baptist  church 
for  colored  people. 
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On  the  Beach. 


Resides  the  above  religious  bodies  there  is  a  Congregational  Church,  a  Reformed 
lipiseopal,  Brethren  of  the  One  Faith,  Beliexers,  I  Evangelical  Lutheran,  Unitarian, 
Plymouth  Brethren  and  Salvation  .Vrmy. 

There  are  also  in  Hamilton  two  Jewish  Synagogues,  a  branch  of  the  British 
and  I'oreign  Bible  Society,  a  Voung  Men's  Christian  iVssociati(Mi  and  a  \'oung 
Women's  Christian  Association. 

Many  of  the  churches  of  the  city  are  commodious  edifices,  chiefly  of  stone  and 
brick,  and  more  or  less  ornamental  in  design.  The  churches  are  all,  in  their  own  way, 
active  in  promoting  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  community.  The  eftbrts  of  all  arc 
zealously  directed  to  imparting  religious  instruction  in  Sunday  Schools,  all  of  which 
arc  in  a  tiourishing  condition. 
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SCHOOLS  AND  I'I)UCATIONy\L  INTI-RIISTS. 


The  School  system  of  the  Cjt\'  of  Hamilton  comprises  the  Public  schools  and 
the  CoUes^iate  Institute,  toj^ether  with  a  Moilel  Sch(Jol  antl  a  Trainin";  Collej^e  for 
teachers. 

In  the  Public  schools  the  course  of  study,  bei;inninj;-  with  the  kinderi^arten,  com- 
prises readini;,  writin;^,  Mni;iish  L;ranunar,  composition,  lini^lish  literature,  history, 
geoi^raphy  and  arithmetic. 

In  the  C()lle|.;iate  Institute,  which  pupils  enter  at  the  aj^e  of  about  14  years  after 
havin;^^  completed  the  Public  school  course  of  study,  preparation  may  be  had  for 
entering  the  I'niversities,  the  Medical  Sch(H)ls,  the  Law  Schools,  etc. 

In  the  public  schools  there  is  an  average  attentlance  of  7,359  pupils  and  more 
than  200  teachers,  and  in  the  Collegiate  Institute  and  Training  College  there  is  a  yearly 
attendance  of  between  500  and  600  .students,  presideil  over  by  a  staff  of  about  30 
masters  and  teachers. 

Tile  schools  are  managed  by  a  I'.oard  of  Lducation  consisting  of  twenty  mem- 
bers, fourteen  of  whom  are  electetl  by  the  people  and  six  apjjointed  by  the  lioaril  of 
Aklermen. 

In  the  Public  schools  each   pupil   is  recjuired  to  i)ay  from  one  to  two  dollars  a 

year,  in  return  for  which  the  School  Board  furnishes  him  with  all  die  books,  stationery, 

etc.,  recjuired  throughout  his  course.     No  charge  is  nuule  for  tuition. 

The  teachers  employed  in  the  different  charitable  institutions  of  the  city  are 
appointetl  and  paid  b)  the  School  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  abo\e  Public  schools,  there  are  also  five  separate  Roman 
Catholic  Schools  in  Hamilton.  The  average  number  of  i)upils  attending  these  schools 
is  1,890.  A  Lathes'  School  of  high  grade  is  also  conducted  by  diat  denomination,  and 
is  held  in  high  esteem. 

The  W'esleyan  Methodists  also  control  a  Lailies"  College  in  Hamilton,  dexoled 
to  the  higher  branches  of  education  for  young  women.  It  has  been  in  existence  several 
years  and  attracts  pupils  from  various  parts  of  Canada  ami  the  Inited  States. 

Besides  the  Public  schools  of  the  city,  there  are  private  institutions  for  commer- 
cial antl  business  training.  Lor  art  tuition  a  Public  Art  School  was  fountletl  in  1885, 
and  to-day  occupies  i)remises  which  for  their  etpiipnient  are  scarcely  surpassed  bv  any 
art  school  on  the  .American  Continent.  It  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  who 
are  elected  annuall)  in  September.  For  the  years  1891-1892  the  number  of  males 
attending  the  School  was  100  and  females  9o,or  a  total  of   190  students  in  all. 
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Till-   n.\MIi;i()N  ASS(H  I ATION. 

Till';  Hamilton  Assoc  iaiion  is  an  imorpor.itcd  Society,  or^anizid  in  1857,  lor 
the  cultivation  of  Science,  Literature  and  Art,  the  formation  ol  a  Museinii,  Library  and 
Art  Gallery,  and  the  illustration  of  the  Physical  Characteristics.  Natural  History  and 
Anti(|uities  of  the  Country.  There  are  about  200  members,  who  hold  nuetinj^s  every 
month  from  November  to  May  inclusive.  Special  meetings  may  be  calKd  at  any  time 
by  the  I'resiilent  or  on  the  re(|uisiti()n  of  any  3  members  for  the  transaction  of  any 
stated  business.  Durin^^  the  existence  of  the  .\ssociation  numerous  jxipers  relatinj;  to 
the  fauna,  Hora  and  rock  conformation  of  the  countr)  surroumliuj^  Hamilton  ha\e  bien 
publisheil  uniler  its  auspices. 

HOARD   ()!•    TRADli. 


In  the  year  1845  a  Hoard  of  Trade  was  established  in  Hamilton.  I'hal  botly, 
from  ■'  inception,  has  exercised  a  salutary  intUience  over  the  mercantile  affairs  of  the 
city,  and  has  been  on  the  alert  to  promote  the  construction  of  raihvaNs,  canals  and 
other  works  for  openinj;'  up  the  resources  ami  trade  of  the  country.  The  list  of  Hamil- 
ton merchants  is  an  interesting,  if  not  a  lon^  one.  Se\eral  stand  in  the  front  ranks  of 
Canadian  traile,  and  some  ha\e  won  more  than  a  Canadian  reputation  for  their  public 
spirit.  If  personal  references  were  ailniissible  here,  an  account  of  the  early  merchants 
of  the  city  ami  their  experiences  would  be  an  instructive  story. 
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THH  CIIARITAI5LH   INSTITUTIONS   OF    HAMILTON. 
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Foremost  ainonj^st  these  are  the  National  and  Benevolent  Societies.  They  are 
the  St.  George's,  St.  Andrews,  Caletlonia,  Irish  Protestant,  Catholic  Mutual  Benefit, 
and  several  associations.  These  societies  seek  out  and  relieve  cases  of  necessity  and 
affliction.  They  render  good  service  to  the  community,  and  receive  corresponding 
appreciation  and  support.  The  other  charitable  institutions  comprise  a  Boys'  Home,  o 
Girls'  Home,  a  Home  for  Aged  Women,  a  Home  for  the  Friendless,  an  Orphan 
Asylum,  a  House  of  Refuge,  and  the  St.  Mary's  Orjjhan  Asylum.  These  have  suitable 
commodious  buildings,  the  outcome  of  private  benevolence,  and  are  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

The  St.  Mary's  Asylum  is  in  charge  of  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  the  other  homes 
are  under  the  direct  management  of  committees  of  ladies.  The  inmates  of  these 
homes  are  well  cared  for,  and  the  children  educated  and  instructed  in  the  way  to  make 
for  themselves  a  respectable  living.  Donations  of  all  kinds  are  received  by  the  differ- 
ent charities  including  money,  flour,  meal,  meat,  vegetables  and  clothing.  At  Christmas 
luxuries  are  not  lacking  for  festive  cheer.  The  average  number  of  inmates  in  the 
different  homes  is:  Boys'  Home,  90  boys,  aged  froui  5  to  14  years;  Girls'  Home,  75 
girls,  aged  from  4  to  14  years;  St.  Mar\'s  Orphan  Asylum,  80  girls ;  Or|)haii  Asylum 
and  .Vged  Women's  Home,  24;  House  of  Providence,  about  100  boys  and  a  like 
nuini)er  of  aijed   men  and   women. 
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The  City    Hospital. 
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The  Jail. 


Hamilton  jkdsscsscs  a  nKit,mificent  and  well  equippetl  Hospital  for  the  sick 
and  iiijurcil.  It  was  built  a  icw  years  ai;"o  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  $53,685  and  can 
accoininodatc  150  patients.  The  Paxilion  style  of  construction  was  adopted,  with 
approxed  methods  of  obtaining  a  c(j[)ious  supply  of  light  and  air.  Last  year  734 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  house,  and  1083  received  treatment  as  out-patients. 
It  is  sustained  b)'  the  eit\-  aided  by  an  annual  grant  from  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment, and  b\  contributions  from  such  patients  as  can  afford  to  pay  for  maintenance. 
Last  year  the  (ioveniment  grant  was  $7,55478  and  the  amount  received  from 
patients  was  $2,760.11;  other  receipts  amounted  to  $38.75,  while  the  expenditure 
amounted  to  $2i.078.i'8  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $10,724.94  which  was  made  good  by 
the  cit\ .  The  management  of  the  institution  is  under  the  direction  of  an  Hospital 
Committee  appointeil  yearly  by  the  City  Council.  Hesitles  a  resident  medical  officer 
gratuitous   attendance  is   rendered   by  the    medical  practitioners  of   the  city. 
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HAMILTON    PUBl.K     LIHRARV. 

The  City  of  Hamilton  possesses  about  the  finest  Publie  Library  in  the 
Dominion.  Loeated  in  a  mai;nifieent  buiUHnt;,  centrally  situated  and  open  to  all,  it 
is  one  of  the  chief  features  of  interest  in  the  city.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
in  the  Librar)'  at  pres- 
ent is  16,515  and  new 
books  are  continually 
beinir  added.  The  Li- 
brary  is  divitled  into 
four  departments;  the 
Circulation  department, 
General  Reading  Room 
and  Ladies'  Reading 
Room.  Hooks  lent  for 
home  use  last  )'ear  a- 
mounted  to  136,904 
volumes,  with  a  per- 
centage of  54  of  works 
of  Fiction;  books  given 
for  R  e  f  e  r  e  n  c  e  use, 
61,200.  The  number 
of  borrowers'  cards  is 
now  about  7.250.  The 
number  of  papers  and 
periodicals  on  file  in 
the  Reading  Rooms  is 
175.  It  is  estimated 
that  over  260,000  \'isit- 
ors  used  the  library

/^^NH  of  C";in.-ul:i's  prominent  financiers  recently  said  in  a  s|)eech:  "We  are  a 
^^  th()uy,litful,  self-reliant  people,  as  it  becomes  all  Northern  races  to  be.  Instead, 
therefore,  of  viewing  with  envy  the  instances  of  rapid  mone\-makino'  in  the  United 
States,  man\-  in  number,  it  is  true,  but  few  in  percentage  to  the  toilin^  millions  in 
that  countrs"  who  may  never  hope  for  the  comfort  which  is  oeneral  in  Ontario, 
let  us  Icok  steadily  at  our  own  country  and  do  what  we  can,  as  we  have  in 
the  ])ast,  to  increase  our  moderate  but  (juite  sufficient  prosperit)'.  Vcw  people  have 
shown   in   the  past  more  enterprise  in  proportion  to  population   than  C'anatla." 

The  Dominion  of  C^anada  has  an  area  of  3,315.647  s(|uarc  miles,  or  including 
its  water  surface  3.456,383,-  it  is  about  3.500  miles  from  east  to  west,  and  1.400 
from  nortii  to  south.  The  |)rincipal  physical  features  are  the  Rock)  Mountains  and 
the  Lawrentian  range,  the  plains  of  the  Northwest  Territories  and  the  great  Lakes. 
These  lakes,  which  are  fi\e  in  number,  and  are  remarkable  for  their  size,  form  a 
complelr    system    of   na\  igation    from    the    head    of    Lake    Superior    to    the   Atlantic 
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Ocean,  ;i  distance  of  2,384  niilcs.  l.akc  Superior  is  connected  witli  Lake  Huron  1)\' 
the  .Ste.  Marie  Rixir  and  the  Sauit  Ste.  Marie  Canal.  Lake  Huron  Hows  into  Lake 
St.  Ckiir  !))•  the  St.  (lair  Ri\er  and  Lake  St.  Clair  into  Lake  Lrie  In-  the  Detroit  Rix'er. 
Lake  lu'ie  tlows  into  Lake  Ontario  hv  the  Niat^ara  Ri\er,  fourteen  miles  from  the 
niouth  of  wiiich  are  the  renowned  Niaj^ara  L'alls,  160  feet  in  heii^ht.  The  W'cllaml 
C'anal  connects  the  two  lakes  for  navi^aticMi  purposes,  and  the  St.  LawriMiee  Ri\i'r 
fjowiui;"  out  of  Lake  Ontario  ami  into  the  (iulf  of  St.  Lawrence  completes  the   system. 

'I'he  vast  at^ricultural  and  mineral  resources  of  Canaila  are  as  \'ct  in  an 
embryonic  state  of  tlevelopment.  L)et\\een  the  northern  houndar)'  of  Ontario  and  the 
Rocky  Mountains  lie  the  Lroxince  of  Manitoba  and  the  southern  part  of  the  Xortiiwest 
Territories.  This  j^reat  tract  of  land  is  divided  into  three  plateaux,  running'  generally 
northwest  and  southeast.  The  first  is  known  as  the  Red  River  \alle)-  and  Lake 
Winnipeg;'  plateau  and  lies  entirel\-  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba;  it  is  estimated  to 
contain  aliout  7,000  S(|uare  miles  of  the  best  wheat  j^rowini^"  land  on  the  Continent  or 
the  world.  The  second  plateau  has  an  a\eraj.;e  altitude  of  1,600  feet,  and  an  area  of 
105.000  S(|uare  miles.  This  section  is  especially  favorable  for  settlement  and  inckules 
the  Assiniboine  and  OuAppelle  districts.     The  third  plateau  begins  on  the  boundary 
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The  Hamilton  Reservoir. 
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Hamilton  Beach — Bay  Side. 

line  at  the  104th  meridian  and  extends  west  tor  465  miles  to  the  foot  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Its  averai:fe  elevation  is  about  3,000  feet.  Generally  speaking  the  first 
two  are  the  most  favorable  for  agriculture  and  the  third  for  grazing.  Settlement  is 
proceeding  in  the  first  two  plateaux  at  a  ver)-  rapid  rate  and  is  beginning  in  the  third. 
Numerous  and  prosperous  cattle  ranches  and  homesteads  having  already  been 
established.  The  northern  part  of  the  centre  of  the  Dominion,  extending  from  the 
Rocky  Mountains  to  Hudson's  Bay,  has  generall)'  been  considered  as  useful  only  as 
a  preserve  for  fur-bearing  animals,  but  an  investigation  by  a  Committee  of  the  Senate 
in  1888  has  upset  this  idea  altogether.  The  area  inquired  into  was  1,260,000  square 
miles,  and  out  of  this  it  was  estimated  860,000  square  miles  were  fit  for  settlement  and 
400,000  square  miles  useless  for  cultivation.  656,000  square  miles  were  suitable  for 
potatoes,  407,000  for  barley  and  316,000  for  wheat. 

The  year   1891   was  a  particularly  good  one  throughout  the  Dominion  from  an 
ig'icultural  point  of  view;    the  total  wheat  crop  was  61,592,822  bushels,  of  which  the 
f'rovint  v"  of  Ontario  yielded  32.584,026  bushels  ;   all  other  cereals  were  rather  over  the 
average  and  the  root  crops  were  excellent.

The  financial  conilition  of  Canada  is  ^oml  as  shown  by  the  fact  of  the  Dominion 
Government  havinj^^  successfully  fioated  a  3  per  cent,  loan  for  ^2.250,000  (;f  10,950,000), 
repayable  in  46  years,  in  London  during  June,  this  year,  1892.  The  minimum  price 
fixed  was  ^^91  per  cent,  and  the  average  price  realized  was  ^^92.01^/^.  The  sum  was 
subscribed  for  nearly  four  times  over,  420  applications  being  made  representing 
upwards  of  ^7,000,000.  The  price  obtained  was  lower  than  on  the  previous  occasion 
of  borrowing,  but  such  was  to  be  expectetl  when  the  greatly  altered  conditions  of  the 
market  are  taken  into  account.  If  it  had  not  been  that  the  credit  of  the  Dominion 
stands  remarkably  high  in  the  London  market  the  reduction  in  price  would  undoubt- 
edly have  been  much  greater.  The  Revenue  for  the  year  1891  was  $38,579,311, 
showing  a  surplus  of  $2,235,743  over  expenditure.  The  total  value  of  Imports  in  1891 
was  $119,967,638,  of  which  $113,345,124  was  for  home  consumjjtion  ;  antl  the  total 
exports  $98,417,296,  of  which  $88,801,066  represented  produce  of  Canaila. 

Minerals  of  almost  every  kind  are  known  to  exist  in  Canada,  antl  their 
development  in  future  will  constitute  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  wealth  to  the  countr)-

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Gold,  silver,  copper,  nickel,  platinum,  antimony,  asbestos,  CvjrJ,  gypsum,  lead,  pctrolcurn, 
etc.,  are  amonj,^  the  chief  minerals  which  have  been  touched,  thouj^h  only  in  a  small 
way,  up  to  the  present  time.  Gold  has  been  found  extensively,  and  payini,^  mines  exist 
in  localities  extending  through  lo  ilegrees  of  latitude.  The  value  of  gold  produced  in 
1890  was  #1,149,776  and  silver  5^495,600. 

Coal  mining  will,  in  the  near  future,  he  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in 
the  country.  At  present  the  chief  sources  of  supply  are  Nova  Scotia  and  l^ritish 
Columbia,  but  in  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Manitoba  it  is  estimated  there  are 
65,000  sipiare  miles  of  coal  bearing  strata,  and  the  c[uantity  of  fuel  known  to  underlie 
'^ome  portions  of  this  area  is  estimated  at  from  4,500.000  to  9,000,000  tons  |)er  scpiare 
mile.  Tiiis  coal  varies  from  lignite  to  bituminous  coal,  and  in  the  Rocky  Mountains 
large  de|K)sits  of  anthracite  have  l)een  found,  beds  of  which  are  now  being  worked. 
The  importance,  from  an  Imperial  point  of  view,  of  having  large  deposits  of  smokeless 
c(xd  within  two  days' journey  of  the  principal  naval  stations  on  the  Pacific  coast  can 
hardly  be  overestimated.  The  amount  of  coal  raised  in  Canaila  in  1891  was  3,500,000 
tons. 

Iron  ore  is  to  be  fcnmd  in  great  abundance  and  variety  in  all  the  provinces 
of  the  Dominion,  except  Manitoba,  particularly  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Ontario:  but 
owing,  presumably,  both  to  lack  of  enterprise  and  capital  it  has  nowhere  been 
mined  to  any  great  extent.  li\'cn  in  Nova  Scotia,  which  jjossesses  ore  of  extreme 
purity,  and  which  is  the  only  province  in  the  Dominion  where  flux,  fuel  and  ore 
are  to  be-  fountl  in  cU)se  jjroximit) ,  the  pro<luction  is  practically  limited  to  the 
Acadia  Mines  at  Londonderry.  In  1891  there  were  five  furnaces  in  blast  and  three 
more  in  course  of  construction.  There  are  also  twelve  rolling  mills  and  steel 
works  in  Canada,  \iz :  three  in  Novia  Scotia,  two  in  New  Brunswick,  four  in  Quebec, 
all  at  Montreal,  and  three  in  Ontario.  Copper  is  also  present  in  large  ([uantities 
in  Ontario  particularly.  Hitherto  all  the  ores  have  been  exported  for  treatment 
abroad  but  smelting  works  have  now  been  established  at  Sudbury,  Ontario,  in  which 
neighborhood  what  are  perhaps  the  largest  deposits  of  copper  in  the  world  have 
been  discovered.  The  production  in  1890  was  6,013,671  lbs.  of  fine  copper,  valued 
at  $902,050  and  the  value  of  the  copper  exported  amounted  to  #398,497.  There 
are  inilications  that  the  output  will  soon  be  materially  increased.  The  copper  is  there 
ami  considerable  capital  has  lately  been  attracted  to  its  development. 
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In  1883  the  first  discovery  of  a  deposit  of  nici-celiferous  pyrrhotitic  was  made 
in  the  vicinit)'  of  Sudljiiry,  Ontario,  and  since  then  t\veiit\'  other  deposits  ha\e  been 
(hscoxered,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  ore  is  present  in  lari;e  i|iiantities.  The 
():e,  which  contains  on  an  average  about  2'4  per  cent,  of  nickel,  is  roasted  and 
smelted  into  a  copper  nickel  matte,  the  usual  composition  of  which  from  average 
anaKsis,  is  about  as  follows: — copper,  26.91  ;  nickel,  14.14;  iron,  31.335;  sulphur, 
26.95;  and  cobalt,  935.  The  matte  is  also  said  to  contain  some  ounces  of  platinum 
to  the  ton.  The  amount  t)f  fine  nickel  in  the  matte  produced  at  and  shipped 
t'rom  the  Sudl)ur\'  mines  in  1890  was  1,435,742  pounds,  which  at  65  cents  a  pound, 
was  worth  $933,232.  The  world's  consumption  o'i  nickel  has  been  estimateil  at 
800  tons,  and  previous  to  these  discoveries,  the  supply  came  almost  entirel)'  from 
New  Caledonia.  The  consumption  of  nickel  is  likely  to  be  very  consitleral)l\-  in- 
creased b\-  the  use  of  it  in  alloy  with  steel  to  increase  the  strength  anil  (pialitN-  of 
the   latter.     lixperiments  which  have  proved  eminently  successful  have  been  made  in 


Fraiui:  and  ( irrmain,  and  also  at  Annapolis.  U.  S.,  more  partii  iilarK  with  ri^lVriiuo 
to  till'  use  of  nickel  steel  for  cannon  and  armour  |)late.  It  h.is  been  provitl  that 
the  elasticitN'  and  tensile  stren^rth  of  nickel  steel  were  almost  douhK'  the  limits  naclud 
1))'  the  best  j^railes  of  boili'r  plate  steel,  and  the  new  metal  seems  likel\'  to  be  used, 
not  onl\'  for  armour  |)late  but  for  hulls  and  en<;ines  of  ships,  and  indeed  for  all  purposes 
where  a  hii;h  tirade  of  steel  is  now  used.  As  a  result  of  the  i\periments.  tlu'  I 'nitetl 
States  Ciovernment  ha\e  decided  to  make  use  of  nicke!  steel  armour  |)lates,  and  the 
contract  for  their  manufacture  has  been  awarded,  so  that  the  |)r()spects  for  this  new 
industry  rountl  Sudbury  are  vers  promisini;. 

Petroleum  has  l)een  found  in  Ouebcc,  Nova  Scotia,  New  lirunswick  and  |)arti- 
cularl)'  in  the  North-west  Territories,  where  it  seems  certain  there  is  an  innnensc 
unexplored  oil  region,  but  it  is  in  the  county  of  Lambton,  Ontario,  whence  moNt  of  the 
oil  has  been  anil  is  obtained.  Oil  Sprint;s  and  I'etrolea,  bein^  the  largest  oil- prod ucinsj^ 
districts,  the  oil  beinj;-  obtained  at  a  tlepth  of  from  370  to  500  feet.     The  first  tlowinjf 
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well  was  strmk  on  the  19th  of  I 'cbriiary,  1862  ami  before  October  in  tlu;  saiiu- y«;ar, 
there  wen'  110  less  than  35  tlowinj;  wells.  As  there  was  no  aecoiuinoilation  for  the 
storaj.,fe  of  this  enormous  tlow,  there  was  a  frightful  waste,  and  it  is  laUiilated  b)  one 
authority  that  between  the  ilates  mentioned  no  K-ss  than  five  million  barrels  Hoateil  off 
on  the  waters  of  an  adj()inini,f  creek.  The  annual  outjjut  for  some  years  has  been 
about  600,000  barrels. 

The  principal  drawbacks  to  mininj.,^  developments  hitherto  have  been  want  of 
capital,  and  tiie  fact  that  a  number  of  the  enterprises  that  have  been  starteil  have  been 
purely  of  a  speculative  character,  which  has  thrown  suspicion  on  genuine  undertakinj^s 
and  ilriven  investors  ta  place  their  funds  elsewhere;  but  as  the  explorations  of  the 
(Government  (ieolo^ical  Survey  are  makin^f  better  known  the  extent  and  locality  of 
minerals,  and  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  (iovernment  is  calculated  to  stinuilate  production, 
public  attention  is  becoming  more  attracted  to  our  minins;  resources.  A  larj^e  number 
of  members  of  the  British  Iron  and  Steel  Association  visiteil  the  United  States  in  the 
Autunm  of  1890,  and  many  of  them  inspectetl  the  copper  and  nickel  mines  of  Suilbury, 
and  expressed  themselves  as  being  astonished  at  the  evitlence  of  great  mineral  wt  m  1 
they  met  with.  It  is  hoped  that  as  a  means  of  calling  attention  to  the  mineral  resources 
of  this  country  their  visit  will  have  a  beneficial  effect. 

With  regard  to  the  climate  of  Canada  there  is  probably  more  misconception 
generally  than  about  that  of  any  other  known  country.  The  idea  still  prevalent  in 
Hurope  and  elsewhere  is  that  the  land  is  one  of  perpetual  winter  and  usually  covered 
with  snow.  In  reality  the  climate  is  dry,  healthy  and  invigorating.  Extending,  as  the 
Dominion  does,  over  20  degrees  of  latitude,  or,  from  the  latitude  of  Constantinople  to 
the  North  Pole  it  has  necessarily  a  wide  range  of  temperature,  the  extreme  dryness  of 
the  atmosphere,  however,  make  both  cold  and  heat  less  actually  felt  than  the  readings 
of  the  thermometer  would  lead  people  to  expect.  In  the  maritime  provinces  the 
climate  resembles  that  of  the  British  Isles.  In  Ontario,  Quebec  and  Manitoba  the 
summers  are  warm  and  the  winters  cold,  but  the  cold  is  pleasant  and  bracing,  and  the 
snow  that  generally  covers  the  ground  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  alike  to  the  farmer, 
lumberman  and  merchant.  In  the  Northwest  Territories  cattle  graze  at  large  through- 
out the  winter,  and  on  the  Pacific  slope  it  is  very  mild  and  considered  by  the 
inhabitants  unsurpassed  in  the  world.  Instead  of  the  perpetual  winter  so  much  talked 
about  the  fact  is  the  average  winter  barely  lasts  4}^  months  and  the  climatt*  on  the 
whole  is  the  finest  in  the  universe.

I  am  sure  that  any  of  yea  who  have  travelled  will  agree  that  one  of  its 
chief  pleasures  is  coming  home  again.  And  we  felt  almost  like  getting  home  when 
wc  walked  into  the  e(.)ol,  comfortable  dining-room,  where  breakfast  had  been  pre- 
pared for  us  b)'  those  of  our  household  who  had  preceded  us  to  "  Highfield,"  the 
house  which  was  to  be  our  home  whilst  in  Canada.  Here  is  a  pictu'-e  of  Highfield. 
I  will  not  give  you  one  of  Hamilton,  for  it  is  a  place  which  photographs  do  not 
do  full  justice  to.    The  town  lies  on  a  gentle  rising  slope  rountl  the  head  of  a  beautiful 
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bay,  and  nestles  under  a  steep  ridj^^e,  which  stretches  miles  and  miles  away  t<i  the 
heights  of  Niagara.  Here  it  shelteringly  protects  the  town,  which  fondly  acknowl- 
edg'es  its  sway,  and  which  ilemands  from  all  strangers  and  newcomers  a  due  tribute 
of  loyal  ailmiration  for  the  mountain.  As  an  illustration  of  this  .idmiration,  the  day 
after  we  arrived  a  boy,  of  about  thirteen,  came  up  to  Lord  Aberileen  as  he  was 
walking  in  the  grounds  and  said:  "Is  Lord  Haddo  at  home?"  "Well,  no,  he  is 
not,  but  I   am  his   father.     What   do  you  want  with  him  ? " 

"Well,  1  want  to  interview  him,  anil  ask  what  his  Lordship  thought  of  our 
city,  and    1  wanted   to  put  the  interview  in   my  father's   newspaper." 

Lord  Aberdeen  was  rather  startleil  in  spite  of  having  become  somewhat 
familiarizeil  to  the  custom  of  "interviewing  "  which  prexails  universally  on  the  other 
side  of  the  water.  In-  means  of  which  public  men  make  known  their  views.  He 
had  scarcely,  however,  expected  his  eleven-year-old  son  to  be  calleil  upon  to  give 
his  opinions  as  yet,  and  he  tried  to  e.\i)lain  to  the  xouthful  )ournalist  that  in  the 
Old  Country  boys  were  not  expected  to  air  their  views  so  soon.  Hut  our  xoung 
frienil  was  not  so  easily  baffled.  He  still  persisted  in  asking  "If  Lord  Haddo  had 
made  arrangements  to  inspect  the  public  buildings  of  the  city,  and  especially  if  he 
had  visited  the  "mountain,"  and  what  he  thought  of  that.  Lonl  Aberdeen  informetl 
him  that  his  boy  was  at  that  moment  enjoying  a  clamber  up  the  stee]),  and  tliil 
his  best  to  satisfy  his  enterprising  enijuirer  by  expressing"  his  own  appreciation  of 
the  heights  under  whose  shade  they  were  standing. 

Well,  climb  up  this  mountain  (almost  on  the  side  of  which  stands  HighfieUl), 
in  the  cool  of  an  i-arl)-  September  evening,  and  see  the  town  spreading  itself  out 
east  and  west  beibre  you,  wiile  aiul  well  kept  streets,  trim  lawns  as  green  as  those 
in  England,  h(/vvs  nestling  amongst  trees,  handsome  buiklings,  church  spires  and 
'actor\  chnniieys  competing  for  pre-eminence.  Ami  bcNoml  the  city,  and  its  manu- 
factories, anl  its  wharves,  lies  the  bay  all  gleaming  with  the  bright  colors  of  the 
setting"  sur ,  .-.inid  which  little  yachts  and  ^  leasure  boats  are  making  their  way  home. 
Our  though; s  linger  fondl)-  over  the  restful  ilays  spent  in  this  peaceful  retreat,  and 
1  fancy  tint  both  we  aiul  our  children  associate  Llighfield  to  a  great  extent  with 
sunshine  iiiid  Imtterflies.  Perhaps  we  had  a  little  more  of  the  fornur  than  we 
cared  for  j;ist  at  first — U>v  days  witli  die  thermometer  o\  er  90  degrees  in  the  shade 
do  not  as  a  .ade  recouunend  themsei.  .'S  to  Scottish-!  )reil   folk.     L)Ut  after  all  \\r  hail

not  much  to  grumble  at,  for  the  heat  was  not  accompanied  b)'  our  much-dreaded 
foes,  the  blood-thirsty  mosquitoes.  True,  this  race  of  pests,  who  are  supposed  to 
avoid  Hamilton  as  a  rule,  had  sent  out  this  year  an  advance  guard  to  survey  the 
place,  and  even  we,  though  late  in  the  season,  heard  ominous  trumpetings  as  we 
laid  our  heads  on  the  pillows,  but  it  seemed  that  as  yet  they  were  but  vegetarian 
specimens  of  the  race  who  had  arrived,  for  non<.'  of  our  party  suffered  at  their 
hands.  Nor  ditl  they  suffer  at  ours.  We  did  not  capture  a  single  specimen. 
Anil  this  is  a  great  thing  to  say  for  such  an  insect-hunting  family  as  we  must  con- 
fess ourselves   to  be. 

As  we  sat  in  the  pretty  secluded  grounds  which  surround  Ilighfich'  diat  first 
day,  we  became  conscious  that  we  were  by  nt)  means  alone,  and  our  c.iildren  who 
hail  joined  us,  were  soon  in  full  pursuit  of  the  wonderlul  creatures  \vh  ch  looked 
like  butterflies  on  the  wing,  but  turned  into  grasshoppers  when  the)  alighted,  / 
the  "Camberwell  beauties,"  anil  the  "Admirals,"  and  the  man)  other  I  right-to).  -d 
visitors  of  our  garden.  Hut  we  did  not  do  much  that  first  da)  we  had  not  the 
necessar)-  implements,  and  we  had  to  sally  forth  in  search  of  the  wherewithal  to 
make  butterfiy  nets,  and  killing-boxes  and  specimen  boxes,  and  I  know  not  what. 
And  here  let  me  introduce  the  four  young  butterfiy-huntcrs  of  llighfield.  Of  course, 
if  you  ever  hear  that  their  mother,  your  staid  editor,  joined  them  in  their  wild  pur- 
suit of  her  majesty,  the  glorious  red-winged,  swift-flying  "Oueen  of  Sjjain,"  or  if 
you  hear  of  her  anointing  telegraph  poles  and  trees  with  honey  and  molasses,  and 
flitting  about  with  others  of  the  staft'  of  '' Onward  and  Upzuard,"  at  de^ul  of  night, 
vv'ith  lanterns  capturing  the  unwary  but  magnificent  moths,  who  had  imbibed  the 
sweet  draughts   too  freely,  you   will  surely  not  believe  such  tales. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  a  really  beautiful  collection  of  moths  and  butterflies 
resulted  from  our  stay  at  llighfield,  a  collection  doomed  to  an  untimely  end,  for 
during  their  transit  home,  they  got  so  battered  that  it  was  only  left  to  the  two 
editors  l(»  mingle  their  tears  together  over  their  ashes.  We  must  not  ask  you  to 
linger  with  us  in  our  lamentations  over  our  broken  treasures.  We  live  in  hope  of 
replacing  them  some  day,  and  meanwhile  we  have  other  memories  of  Hamilton 
which  we  wish  to  share  with  you. 

A  hundred  years  ago  Hamilton  had  barely  begun  to  exist.  Hut  the  few  who 
were   then   plowing    up  the  land  on  which  the  cit)-  now  stands,  were  of  the  st:  inp 
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which  iiKikc  nations  to  rejoice  over  her  children.  You  will  remember  that  after 
the  war  which  resulted  in  the  indepenilence  of  the  United  States,  a  number  of 
American  people  who  had  remained  true  to  the  British  fla^'  throughout  the  war, 
resolved  to  give  up  their  lanils  and  their  homes  and  migrate  to  Canada,  rather  than 
dwell  ill  a  land  which  had  revolted  from  the  Crown  to  which  they  were  so  loyal. 
Canaila  right  joyf.'.dl)'  held  out  her  arms  to  these  noble-hearted  refugees. 

Ontario  was  then  unpeopled,  and  so  200  acres  of  land  in  this  rich  Province 
were  granted  free  to  ever)-  one  of  those  United  limpire  Loyalists,  as  they  were 
called.  U.  K.  Loyalists  th-y  are  called  now  for  short,  and  those  who  can  trace  their 
parentage  to  these  families  count  it  a  proud  descent   and  glory  in  it. 

One  of  the  earliest  of  these  refugees  was  Robert  Land,  and  he  selected  the 
head  of  the  lake,  more  because  of  the  game  to  be  found  there  and  the  scenery, 
than  because  of  the  fertility  of  the  soil.  His  first  acre  was  plougheil  with  a  hoe, 
sown  with  a  bushel  of  wheat,  and  harrowed  with  a  leafy  bough.  He  was  his  own 
miller,  too,  for  some  years  until  a  brench-Canadian  arrived  and  set  up  a  mill  some 
seven  miles  away.  Then  other  farmers  came,  and  in  1813,  (ieorge  Hamilton  laid 
out  his  farm  in  village  lots,  and  gave  the  future  town  its  name.  Lying,  as  it  does, 
so  near  the  frontier,  it  ditl  not  escape  anxious  times  during  the  war  of  181 2  and 
the  following  years,  and  in  1832  it  narrowly  escaped  destruction  at  the  hands  of  a 
terrible  visitation  of  the  cholera,  and  the  same  year  by  a  raging  fire.  These  trials 
did  but  proxe  the  mettle  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  young  town,  and  perhaps  furnish 
the  reason  wh}'  its  streets  are  now  so  broad,  and  so  cared  for,  its  buildings  so  solid,  its 
sanitary  arrangements  so  thoroughly  looked  into,  its  provisions  against  fire  so  complete. 
A  popular  writer  described  Hamilton  in  1858  as  "the  ambitious  and  stirring  little  city," 
and  the  name  stuck;  only  "little"  she  is  no  longer,  being  the  thirtl  city  in  the  Domin- 
ion, ha\ing  a  population  of  oxer  50,000,  and  her  enviers  have  missed  out  the 
".stirring,"  so  if  you  seek  for  news  of  ILuiiilton  in  the  general  newspaper,  you  must 
look  for  it  under  the  heading  "The  Ambitious  City."  But  she  is  not,  and  need  not,  be 
ashameil  of  the  nickname,  for  she  has  shown  herself  ambitious  to  some  purpose.  I 
could  take  up  a  large  ])art  of  these  Canadian  gossips  by  describing  to  you  the  public 
buildings  and  their  uses,  the  magnificent  schcxM  buildings,  anil  the  good  work  that 
goes  on  in  them,  the  institutions,  social,  literary,  philanthropic  and  religious — the  many 
manufactories   which  cause   Hamilton  to  be  regarded  as  the  Birmingham  of  Canada, 
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the  acres  of  vineyards  around,  the  fruit  gardens  and  orchards,  which  give  this  part  of 
the  country  the  name  of  "The  garden  of  Canada  ;  "  the  churches  of  all  denominations 
whose  services  we  attended,  and  aboxe  all  the  ])eople  of  Hamilton.  Hut  having 
regard  to  the  length  and  purport  of  these  sketches,  I  will  not  launch  into  so  large  a 
subject.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  kintlness  and  good  fellowship  extended  to  us  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Hamilton,  of  all  classes,  ditl  what  only  true,  hearty  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness can  do,  viz. :  we  felt  ourselves  to  be  no  mere  tourists  and  strangers,  but  fellow 
citizens  of  "  no  mean  city."  And  in  proof  of  this  assertion,  I  have  by  my  side  here,  in 
the  office  of  "  Omvard  and  Upward"  two  beautifully  bound  books  concerning  the  birds 
and  plants  of  Canada,  ami  which  were  presented  to  me  l)y  the  P^ree  Library  commit- 
tee, as  being  the  first  citizen  to  appl)'  for  a  book  on  the  occasion  of  Lord  Aberdeen's 
opening  of  the  new  building.  I  must  confide  to  you,  however,  that  your  president's 
character  hatl  to  be  in([uiretl  into  -  i  ^vas  admitted  as  a  reailer.     I  had  to  produce 

a  certificate  of  honesty,  and  so  forth,  Mi;ued  by  two  citizens  of  Hamilton.  You  will  be 
glad  to  know  that  I  found  two  senators  willing  to  vouch  for  me.) 

There  is  no  tloubt  that  if  \-ou  want  really  to  know  something  of  a  country,  its 
customs,  and  its  people,  it  is  a  great  advantage  if  you  can  settle  down  in  some  typical 
place  for  a  few  weeks,  instead  of  merely  travelling  through  and  seeing  the  sights  of 
each  town.  In  the  latter  way  you  ma)-  see  more,  perhaps,  of  the  buildings,  institu- 
tions, etc..  for,  if  you  have  but  a  lUu'  or  two,  you  can  map  out  vour  time,  and  spend  it 
in  driving  from  one  place  to  another,  and  you  thus  get  through  a  gooil  deal ;  but  if 
you  make  vtmrself  at  home  anywhere  for  a  bit  you  will  not  ilo  the  tourist  so  much, 
but  if  you  mix  at  all  with  the  people  you  almost  unconsciously  get  to  under- 
stantl  them  and  their  ways  of  thinking,  and  the  whys  ami  wherefores  of  their  customs 
and  institutions.  This  was  our  experience,  living  our  every-day  life,  interchanging 
visits,  reading  the  daily  papers  of  all  sections  of  politics,  mingling  with  clergymen, 
statesmen,  merchants,  agriculturists,  etc.,  ami  hearing  various  oj)inions  from  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men.  And  the  sum  total  of  what  we  learnt  made  us  feel  that  the  more 
the  Old  Countr\'  learnt  to  know  her  grown-up  child  over  the  sea,  the  more  she  would 
be  proud  of  her  in  all  ways,  and  the  more  earnestly  diil  it  make  us  wish  and  pray  that 
the  future  of  Canada  may  be  worth)-  of  her  past  anel  that  the  present  (iod-fearing, 
industrious,  simple,  education-loving  stock  ma)-  only  be  reinforcetl  by  those  \\-orthy  to 
combine  with  them  in  building  up  a  graiui  countr)  ami  nation. 
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As   I  have  said  before,  none  need   fear  to  oo  out  to  Canada  who  are  ready  to 
work.     Our  lads  and   lasses  who  uent  out  with  us  with  the  intention  of  settling  (and 
of  whom  I  .^•ave  you  a  oroup  sitting  outside  Highfield),  have  nearly  all  found   happy 
homes.     One,   indeed,  has  come  back  because  of  her  fathers  death,  but  I  feel  much 
tempted   to  give  you   extracts  from   some  of  the  letters  of  others.     They  have  not 
suffered  at  all  from  the  cold  of  the  winter,  but  seem  t(.  have  enjoyed  the  merrv  winter 
customs,  and   seeing  all   the  skating  and   the  sleighing  going  on  round  about  them. 
For  one  thing  heartiness  of  Canadians  towards  newcomers  counts  for  a  great  deal: 
they  do  all  they  can  to  make  exeryone  feel  welcome,  and  one  of  themselves-there  is  a 
freeness,  a  sense  of  equalit>'.  a  consciousness  that  everyone  will  be  taken  just  for  what 
he  or  she  is  worth,  and  nothing  more  or  less,  which  cannot  altogether  be  attained  in 
the  Old  World,  and  which  mu-t  always  be  refreshing  to  anyone  of  independent  spirit. 
"  Prove  yourself  to  be  a  man,  a  woman,  and  we  shall  respect  you,  and  you  shall  have 
an  equal  chance  with  any  of  us,  antl  what  is  more  we  will  do  our  best  to  put  you  into 
the  running  with   us   from  the  first."     Human  nature  is  undoubtedly  the  same  every- 
where, and  Canadians  would  not  wish  to  claim  for  themselves  immunity  from  all  (hults, 
but  they  may  fairly  claim  that  anyone  wishing  to  live  a  free,  independent,  self  respect- 
ing, law-abiding  and  God-fearing  life  has  few  impediments  under  the  government,  the 
public  life  and   customs,  the  bright  climate,  and  the  sanguine  temperament  of  Canada 
and  her  folk  as  they  will  hnd  in  any  land  umler  the  sun. 

Lord  Aberdeen  was  accused  of  distributing  what  was  termed  "taffy  to  the 
Dominion"  (is  this  word  derixed  from  "toffee"  I  wonder?  Anyway  it  means  some- 
thing sweet,)  in  some  of  his  speeches  in  Canada.  Perhaps  I  shall  be  accused  of 
following  in  his  footsteps.  Well,  uc  can  only  speak  of  that  we  do  know,  and  that 
we  have  seen,  anil  1  can  honc^stly  say  that  I  am  not  conscious  of  haxing  flattered. 
Next  month  I  invite  you  to  accompany  us  to  some  of  Canada's  autunm  fairs. 
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For  the  benefit  of  the  thousands  of  stranj^^ers  who  will  visit  the  city,  j^^oinj^- 
to  or  coniin!^  from  the  World's  I'-air,  a  special  conuiiittee  has  been  appointed  by 
the  City  Council  who  will  lay  out  plans  so  that  ever)'  information  may  be  promptly 
obtained  by  the  visitor  concerning;  matters  pertaining  to  the  manufacturing  industries, 
commercial  advantages,  drives,  scener\-,  accommodations,  etc. 

We  wish  that  space  could  be  found  in  this  souvenir  for  a  short  sketcli  of 
every  one  of  the  vast  estal)lishments  centeretl  in  Hamilton.  We  can  only,  however, 
select  a  few  of  each  branch,  so  the  reader  may  jud.L;e  of  the  trade  and  commerce  done, 
and  the  kind  of  people  we  have  amongst  us,  who  are  doing  it.

The  firm  of  H.  Greenini(  6v:  Co.  has  been  succ(;e(led  by  P).  (ireening  Wire  Company  (Limited), 
the  stock,  however,  beinjr  all  tak(!n  up  by  the  old  firm  and  manajfement.  The  new  wire  mill, 
erected  to  draw  and  manufacture  all  kinds  of  brisj^ht,  tinned,  i^alvanized,  coppered,  inm  and 
steel  wire,  is  now  in  operation.  The  company  have  purchased  and  now  control  all  the  best 
and  most  succes.sful  patents  for  fire-proof  metallic  lathinij,  an  article  that  will  in  lime  entirely 
sui)plant  the  old  wooden  lath  in  all  ifood  buildinjrs.  Arran;^ements  have  just  been  completed 
with  an  extensive  American  firm  for  the  sole  ritjht  to  manufacture  in  Canada  a  steel  wire 
chain  that  is  destined  to  come  larj^ely  into  s^^eneral  use  for  trace-chains,  doi^-chains,  cow-ties, 
coil-chains,  etc.  The  chain  will  be  placed  on  the  market  at  a  lower  price  than  the  imported 
Enj^lish  or  German  chains,  while  the  quality  is  far  superior,  beintj  more  than  double  the  streuirth.

Stcd  Warehouse  of  this  firm,  which  is  the  lart^cst  in  their  line  of  business  in 
Canada,  was  specially  erected  by  themselves  for  their  own  use  ;  it  is  situated  on  the  corner 
of  King  and  McNab  Streets,  having  a  frontage  of  30  feet  on  the  former  and  130  feet  on 
the  latter,  covering  seven  floors  by  taking  in  a  portion  of  the  adjoining  warehouse.

It  is  distinctly  high  class  in  all  respects,  the  daughters  of  some  of  the  best  families  in  and 
around  Hamilton  having  been  educated  within  its  walls.  It  is  Roman  Catholic,  but  the  bene- 
fits to  be  derived  from  it  are  enjoyed  by  all  sects  and  denominations;  all  are  allowed  liberty  to 
adhere  to  the  tenets  of  their  own  faith.  Boarders  to  the  number  of  fifty  are  received  at  the 
Convent,  which  has  also  a  day  school  attached,  attended  by  an  average  of  over  one  hundred 
pupils  who  are  carefully  looked  after  by  the  lady  sujjcrior  and  an  al)le  staff  of  assistants.  A 
large  addition  to  the  Convent  is  now  almost  com|)leted,  comprising  an  Examination  Hall  and 
Dormitories,  which  will  make  the  Loretto  Convent  one  of  the  most  desirai)le  places  of  edu- 
catitHial  resort  in  Canada, 

The  Thirteenth  Battalion. 

Composed  of  about  400  ofificers  and  men,  the  thirteenth  battalion  is  the  pride  of  Hamil- 
ton. Well  ecjuipped,  well  disciplined,  with  a  most  efficient  Commandant  (Colonel  the  Honorable 
J.  M.  Gilson)  and  stafT  of  ofificers,  the  battalion,  when  it  turns  out  on  a  field  day,  would  do  credit 
to  the  finest  regiment  of  the  line.  The  Dominion  Government  erected  a  handsome  and  com- 
modious structure  for  their  headquarters  at  a  cost  of  $75,000,  fitted  with  every  modern  con- 
venience, the  drill  hall  affording  accommodation  for  over  3,000  people,  who  often  assemble  to 
listen  to  the  splendid  band,  which  has  not  its  equal  in  the  Dominion  and  certainly  no  finer  one 
exists  on  the  American  Continent.  It  is  in  great  requisition  both  at  home  and  abroad,  making 
annual  trips  to  such  places  as  Buffalo,  Chicago,  Detroit  and  Denver  cities,  in  the  United  States, 
and  all  the  principal  cities  in  the  Dominion.  It  is  about  26  years  since  this  famous  band  was 
organized,  and  for  over  20  years  it  has  been  under  the  able  control  of  the  present  popular  band- 
master, Mr.  George  Robinson.  At  the  triennial  conclave  of  Knights  Templar,  held  at  St.  Louis, 
in  1886,  out  of  150  bands  present  the  Thirteenth  Band  and  Gilmore's  were  the  only  ones  chosen 
to  play  as  solo  bands,  the  whole  150  afterwards  joining  in  a  burst  of  harmony.

Generally 
speaking  the  Police  Force  of  Hamilton  is  composed  of  a  fine,  athletic  and  intelligent  body  of 
men  who  know  their  duty  thoroughly  and  do  it  every  time.

The  output  has  steadily  increased  until  the  amount  manufactured  yearly  is  about 
five  times  greater  than  the  entire  Canadian  sales  were  prior  to  1879.  This  Company  controls 
the  celebrated  1847  Rogers  Bros,  goods,  whose  knives,  forks  and  spoons  have  become,  during 
the  last  fifty  years,  a  household  word  everywhere.  The  Company  has  extensive  warerooms  in 
New  York,  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  London  and  Paris,  besides  at  their  factories  in  Meriden 
and  Hamilton.

The    Incline    Railway    was    built    by    the    Hamilton    &•    Barton    Incline    Railway 
Company,    which    was    incorporated    by    an     Act   of    the    Ontario     Legislature    in    the 
Spring    of    1890.       The    chief    movers    and     promoters    of    the    scheme    were     Messrs. 
VV.    G.    Walton,    VVm.    Magee,    Jr.,  John  Dickenson,  John  Clarke  and  James  Chisholm, 
and    after    encountering    and    overcoming    numerous    obstacles    in    connection    with    the 
right   of   way   and    accidents,    resulting   in    tedious  and    expensive   litigation,  the  project 
was    at    length    completed    and    opened    to    the    public    on    the    17th    of    June,    1892. 
The    Company    celebrated    the    opening    by    a    banquet,    held    at    the    Mountain    View 
Hotel,    to    which    were    invited    all    the    public    officials,    together    with    many   of   the 
prominent    men    of    the    City   of    Hamilton    and    the    County    of    VVentworth.       The 
system    upon   which    the   railway   is   worked    is   known    as  the  cable  system  and  consists 
of   a  double  cable  attached  to  the  cars,  one  of  which  ascends  while  the  other  descends. 
The    cables   wind   around    a   drum    situated    at    the  top  of   the  incline.       The  machinery 
is   operated    by   steam    and    consists   of   an    engine   of    150    hor.se    power,    all    placed    at 
the  summit  of   the  inclined  plane.       The  machinery  is  of   the  latest  and  most  improved 
design    and    is   very   powerful.       The    Company    manufactures    its   own    electric  light  for 
the   buildings   and    cars   and    heats   the   depots   by   steam.       'Ihe   cars   are    divided  into 
passenger   and    freight   compartments   and    the    heavy   teaming    traffic    up   the    mountain 
has  almost  entirely  been  transferred    to    the    Company.       The  Company    have    made   the 
rates    for    passengers   and    teams   so   very    moderate    that    it   has    induced   all   classes    to 
patronize   the    incline   and    the    consequence    is   that   the    Company    is   doing  a  very  fine 
business.       The    total    cost   of   the  railway  has  been  in  the  neighborhood  of   $55,000.00.

It  is  proposed  to  open 
a   park    on    the    mountain    brow,    a   short  distance  from  the  upper  station  of   the  incline 
and    in    several    ways   provide    attractions    to    the   mountain   brow,    and    if    this    is   done 
the    future    of    the    mountain    brow    is    assured.       It    has    come    of    late,    much    more 
prominently   before   the   public    than   ever   before.      The    views  of   land  and  water  from 
the    mountain    brow   are    unsurpassed    anywhere    and    our   citizens  are  waking  up  to  the 
fact    that    the    greatest   attraction    of    their   city   has    been   allowed    for    many    years   to 
lie   dormant   and    unproclaimed.

It  seeks  public  favor  and  support  as  a  legitimate  newspaper  enterprise,  devoting  its 
energies  to  collecting  and  printing  the  wliole  news  of  the  whole  world  in  a  bright,  attractive  and 
intelligently  condensed  manner.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  matters  concerning  Hamilton  and 
its  vicinity  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  It  is  noted  for  its  pithy  and  attractively  arranged 
news  columns  and  crisp  and  sparkling  comments  on  current  events  at  home  and  abroad,  which 
are  ([uoted  far  and  wide.  It  circulates  extensively  in  Hamilton  and  the  towns  and  country 
surrounding  it  as  far  east  as  Niagara  Palls,  and  as  far  west  as  London.  Going  so  generally  into
